Ijabor Day. 


For tho second time in our history 
Labor day, Sept. 1, will bo celebrated 
as a national holiday.

Hon. Amos J. Cummings of New 
York city w:as the man who introduced 
tho bill into congress making Sept. 1 a 
national holiday. 
Mr. Cummings him- 
self began his career as a printer. 
This 
was perhaps ouo reason why he was .so 
interested in a national labor holiday 
and why he keiJt his pet measure per- 
sistently before congress till it was 
adopted. 
Like so many of his craft, 
like Horace Greeley himself, Mr. Cum- 
mings graduated from his printer's case 
into journalism. 
He was a member of 
the staff of tho New York Tribune un- 
der Horace Greeley ajid afterward was 
city editor of tiie New York Sun, till 
he stepped from his high place as a 
newspaper man and became a congress- 
man. 


Attempts of course are made every 
year and will bo made to turn Labor 
day to partisan political ends. 
This is 
to be deprecatcd. 
Neither should Sept. 
1 be used wholly as a day of idle merry 
making. 
It should be used seriously to 
advance tbo highest and best interests 
of working people the country over. 
One feature of Labor day this year, 
serious or otherwise, as one looks at it, 
is tho desire of Grand Master Workman 
Sovereign for an expression from tho 
ranks of united labor condemning the 
imprisonment without trial by jury of 
Debs and his companions.

The commit 
tee recommended that about fi ty wells 
be drilled at that place. 
Thia would 
cost, the report said, about $150 000, 
and would furnish about 10,000,000 
gallons per day of pure well water. 
The committ?o jisked that the council 
appropriate 12.5 OUO out of next year's 
levy for this purpose and continue 
this amount fach succeeding year until 
it is paid for. 
Seven hundred new 
consumers have been added to the 
list during the year. 
The committee 
also asked for money with which to 
make extensions of water mains. 
It 
says that the council has already or 
dered new mains laid, 
aggregating 
about 27,000 feet, which will cost about 
$24.000, and there is no money with 
which to do the work. 
The report 
was referred to the finance committee. 


Councilman McDonald created some- 
thing of a sensation when he arose and'^ 
asked concerning the resolution, which 
had been introduced by him last June, 
condemning Mayor Oakley and the 
administration for some irregularities 
in the management of the city's fin 
ances as reported by Mayor Oakley's 
special committee 
At that time it 
was referred to a committee. 
Last 
night it was taken from the hands of 
that committee and Mr. McDonald 
moved that it be passed. 
The resolu- 
tion was adopted by a vote of seven to 
five. 
The vote stood:

total, 7.

There is no good reason 
for the acquisition of Cuba by any 
mrans, and there is a very good reason 
why it should not be absorbed. 
The 
United States dofs not need any more 
land than it has, and does not need any 
further mixture of races and people 
than it at present possesses. 
It does 
not need any more Africans nor Span- 
ish-Americans. 
Every plea for the ad- 
mission of New Mexico, acquired by 
the United States in 1848, has been met 
by the objection that the country was 
not yet sufficiently Americanized. Why 
should we want Cubi—an entirely non- 
English speaking country? A good 
part of the population of Cuba is com- 
posed of black people, bearing no re- 
semblance to the colored population of 
the United States, but absolute African 
barbaiians. 
We have no use for Cuba. 
If the insurgents can establish their 
independence of Spain, as we did ours 
of Great Britain, well and good; but 
we have no occasion to settle the diffi- 
culty by buying the combatants.

We 
of this land extend our heartiest good 
•wishes, as we do every 4th of Septem- 
ber, to our sister republic of France. 
But this time we take the liberty of re- 
minding our sister of Franco that if she 
does not do the square thing by ex-Con- 
STil "Waller of Kansas she will get her- 
self into the hottest of hot "water. Wall- 
er is an American citizen. 
We believe 
he has been deeply wronged and cruelly 
treated, and we shall continue to be- 
lieve so until we are positively assured 
to the contrary. The French do not own 
Madagascar, and they do not seem to be 
making great headway toward getting 
possession of it. 
The Hovas certainly 
owned Madagascar when they leased 
225 square miles of it to the American 
citizen, John L. Waller. He had a per- 
fect right to his property, and it was 
none of France's business. 
The Ameri- 
can government will protect every one 
of its citizens, as France will find out. 
It is to be hoped, however, that she will 
do justice to Waller and not force any 
unpleasantne.ss between the world's two 
greatest republics, and that next year, 
on her twenty-sixth anniversary, Amer- 
icans can congratulate her without any 
reservation at all. 


Englishmen Beginning: to Appreciate Ui 
at Our True Worth. 


It must be said that tho Americat 
visitor.s in England thi^ summer have 
rcc(!ived a warmer welcome from Eng- 
lishmen than ever before. Entertaining 
Americans lias become what might be 
described perhaps as a popular fad. Sev- 
eral New Yorkers havo told mo of as- 
tonishing in.stances of John Bull's hos- 
pitality, urged upon them as stranger.'; 
as the result of an hour's acquaintance 
made on a railway train or in some oth- 
er public place. This new spirit of cor- 
diality is finding unusual expression al- 
so in tho principal journals. 
Both The 
Daily 
Telegraph and The 
Standard 
print remarkable leading articles on the 
subject in which the warmest senti- 
ments are expressed iu the language of 
apparently 
genuine 
sincerity. 
The 
Standard remarks with an apology: 


"America i-s rather wonderful than interest- 
ing, moro attractive to tbo statistician than to 
the tourist. 
The land is rather of vast indus- 
trial enterprises than of romance, 
charm and 
poctic enchantment." 
Then it says of Amer- 
icans: "London society loves good spirits, 
mirth, wit, originality and active mindedness 
and our visitors from the States possess all 
these invaluable qualities and display them 
prodigally. 
Tho men are w itty and well in- 
formed. 
The women are fair to see, admira- 
bly dressed and overflowing with conversa- 
tion. 
Perhaps wo ought to add, for London 
society is somewhat venal, that they bring 
with them also a certain amount of dollars, 
and they are not made less welcome because 
they spend thoir money right democraticallj', 
turn their staircases into conservatories, emu- 
late Luoullus in their suppers, havo tho best 
floor and the best music, and tho best people 
—in a word, the best of everything. 
In fact, 
they are in this respect uncommonly like Eng- 
lishmen and English women, only one bettor." 


Perhaps the best evidence that this 
dawn of a new spirit will endure is the 
fact that Englishmen are becoming real- 
ly desirous to learn something about 
America. 
Tlie London Times has been 
tho first to recognize this new appetite, 
and perhaps the most significant thing 
bearing upon the relations of the tv,-o 
countries is tho fact that the leading ar- 
ticle in that newspaper today is devoted 
to the discussion of police administra- 
tion in New York city. 
Mr. Smalley's 
excellent dispatches of the last few 
weeks havo given tho average Engli.^h- 
man tho first idea he ever had that tho 
United States was a country of anything 
besides violent crimes, conflagrations, 
bankrupt railroads and currency crazes.

I concur with the comptroller in his 
estimates for the use of the several de- 
partments for the next fi-jcal year, and 
herewith transmit the same for your 
consideration, and recommend that you 
p^8S the proper ordinance making a 
tax levy of | l on each $100 valuation 
and $2 on each poll, and also an or- 
dinance making 
appropriations 
by 
items for the use of the various depart- 
ments and other city purposes for the 
ensuing year, according to the estimates 
herewith submitted. 


I cannot see how in any manner the 
material interests of our city will be 
jeopardized or crippled by a reduction 
in tbe tax levy of $1 10 on the $100 
valuation. 
A $1 levy will añord reve 
nue for the fixed charges and also a 
very respectable fund for general im- 
provements. 
It will afford $3 000 to be 
expended on Swinney park, while we 
had $5 000 this year. 
It is believed 
that the amount asked for will show to 
a good advantage, for the reason that 
the hesvy work will be largely finished 
this year. 


It is the intention to erect a perma- 
nent and artistic green bouse in Swin- 
ney park for the storage and care of 
the plants belonging to the city. From 
an inspection of the city greenhouses 
in the north side park, it is believed 
that with very slight repairs, they will 
answer all purposes for at least two 
winters, therefore no provision for its 
erection prior to that time need be 
made. 


It will afiord a fund for additional 
street lights which will very fully meet 
all requirments of next year.

The department having this matter 
in charge has been handicapped by 
existing conditions, which will soon 
cease, wnen it is believed that much 
better results can and will be attained.

Ono feature of Labor day tins year, 
serious, or otherwise, as ono looks at it, 
is tho desiro of Graml'Mastcr Workman 
Sovereign for an expression from tho 
rsaks of, united labor condemning tho 
imprisonment without trial by jury of 
Dabs and his companions.

Sev- 
eral New Yorkeis huvo told ino of as- 
tonishing instances ot John Bull's, hos- 
pitality, m'gecl npou them as stranger? 
ns the result of an hour's acivvuiintau.ee 
made ou a railway train or in some oth- 
or public place, this new spirit of cor- 
diality is finding u'miaual expiessiou al- 
eo in tlw principal journals. 
Both The 


Daily Telegraph and The Standard 
print remarkable leading articles ou the 
subject in which the warmest senti- 
ments are expiessed in the language of 
apparently 
geuumo sincerity. 
The 


Standard remarks with an apology: 


'America Is rathor wonderful tlma interest- 


ing, more utti active to tbo statistician than to 
tho tourist. The land is rather of vast indus- 
trial enter]irls«s than of lomanco, charm nnd 
poetic enchantment." Then it haj's oc Amer- 
icans: "London society loves good spinrs, 
mirth, \* it, originnMty and active mindedness 
nnd our visitors from the States possess all 
theso liivnlnnble qu^Utiei nnd display thorn 
prodigally. The men aro witty and well m- 
formod. The women are fair to qee, admira- 
bly dressed and overflowing with conversa- 
tion. Perhaps wo ought to add, for London 
BOciety is somewhat venal, that they bring 
with them also a certain amount of dollars, 
and they are not made less welcome because 
tbey spend their money right democratically, 
turn thoir staircases into conservatories, emu- 
late Luojllns in their suppers, hnve tho brat 
floor and tho best music, and the best people 
—in a word, the best ol everything. In fact, 
they are ui tuig respect uncommonly l\ko Eng- 
lishmen and English women, only one better," 


Perhaps the best evidence that this 


da'wn of a now spirit will ondnro is the 
fact that Englishmen are cacoming real- 
ly desirous to learn something about 
America. Tho London Times has been 
tho first to recognize this new appetito, 
and perhaps the most significant thing 
bearing upon tho relations of the two 
countries is the fact, that tho leading ar- 
ticlo in that newspaper today is devoted 
to the discussion of police administra- 
tion in New York city. Mr. Smalley's 
excellent dispatches of tho last few 
weeks have given flic average English- 
man tho first idea he ever had that (he 
United States was a country of anything 
besides Violent crimes, coxiflagrations, 
bankrupt railroads and currency crazes.

They are strange, wny- 
ward, intemperate, eccentric, half crazed and 
half cducakd. They aro vory emotional and 
subject to acta of caprice and abnormal aber- 
ration. They seek notoriety, delight iu dp\ i- 
ating from tho recogni/ed modo of behavior 
and thought and arc inllntcd with idea:] of 
their o\vn importance. They are Mibjeet to 
uncontrollable pasijiona of temper and are in- 
capable of self control. They are depraved, 
v\eiou<4, sensual, even uda\ihsh" and mer 
anxious to creep ont of their natural insig- 
nificance to make themselves tho subject* of 
public notoriety. This class constitutes tho 
most dangerous section of our community 
^ hich can bo f oiuid outside our lunatic <i-iy- 
lums They endanger tho public peace, gno 
rise to great anxiety on the pai t of their rela- 
tives, engender in many families au immense 
amount ot onxioty and unhappineys, and, 
aoonfr or later, commit gome (let which may 
bring them under tho ban of tho law of the 
land.

In the 
cities the. school buildings are quite 
commodious and pretentious, thongh all 
mo seemingly o^eicumdod. 
In the 


country m;iuy of them are poor wooden 
structures. Jt u obligatory for all chil- 
dren between (i and 14 years of age to 
attend a common school until the course 
is finished. The law K not rigidly en- 
forced because of the poverty of the 
country and the absolute necessity for 
children to aid their parents by some 
kind of labor. But where children aro 
permitted to attend pehool there is no 
trouble about the attendance. There is 
no such thing iu Japan as a schoolboy 
"creeping like a snail unwillingly to 
school" They go trotting to school 
with happy faces. They all wear a black 
or white cap with a leather visor, and 
they carry their books iu a leather 
satcliel. Tho majority of them are stu- 
dious and fond of books. Children of 
notoriously bad character or who are 
constitutionally disqualified for. receiv- 
ing instruction avo not admittPd to the 
cchools. 


In the ordinary or lower grade school 


the subjects taught are reading, com- 
position, caligraphy, arithmetic and 
gymnastics. Tho latter is optional, ac- 
cording to the character of the locality. 
One or more of tho following subjects 
aro also taught iu addition to the above: 
Japanese geography, Japanese history, 
drawing, singing and handiwork. 
For 


girls sewing maybe added. In the high- 
er grado school the curriculum embraces 
moral lessons, rending, composition, 
caligraphy, arithmetic, Japanese geog- 
raphy, Japanese history, foreign geog- 
laphy, science, drawing, singing and 
gymnastics. For girls sowing may be 
added. Foreign geography and singing 
may be eliminated. One or more of the 
following subjects may bo added, ac- 
cording to requirement: Elements of 
geometry, a foreign language, lessons ia 
agriculture, commerce 
and manual 


training. In all tho schools great stress 
is laid on essay writing. Every class is 
trained in calisthenics. Where singing 
is taught, the children enter into it with 
great zeal, and they make, themselves 
heard for a considerable distance. 
In 


the common schools the summer vaca- 
tion lasts from two to six weeks and 
the winter vacation from one to five 
weeks. 
The number of holidays shall 


not exceed 90 iu any ouo year. 
In 


schools of the ordinary grado military 
drill is , left optional 
In the higher 


grade the military training of the male 
pupils is obligatory. 
To this branch 


great attention is given and every boy 
who leaves school at the age of 16 has 
in him all the elements of the soldier, 
save perhaps efficiency in the manual 
and use of arms. They aro made famil- 
iar with the highest forms of discipline. 


Teachers in the schools must have due 


qualifications. They are selected and ap- 
pointed by the governor of the prefec- 
turs or the city in which they are to 
teach. 
Thesa teachers aro regarded as 


government officials, and a small pen- 
sion is provided for them when they are 
incapacitated by ago or permanent ill- 
iioss. Their salaries are small, ranging 
from 10 yen to 25 yen per month. Text- 
books are chosen from those authorized 
by the minister of education, and are 
selected by the governor of the district 
upon the report of a committee selected 
by him. Last year Japan expended on 
common schools the sum of 9,055,980 
yen. The government maintains a num- 
ber of high grade schools, and the coun- 
try is well supplied with excellent pri- 
vate school:, and colleges, which are 
maintained by tuition fees, and in some 
cates by government contributions to 
cover deficits. Last year the number of 
children educated iu Japan at public 
expense ivas 8,280,452, and the average 
daily attendance was 2,489,657 pupils.

THE LABOR BUREAU. 


Pushing InvegtlgHtions Ia a New Field of 


Inquiry, 


The bureau of labor has recently xm- 


dertakeu an independent investigation 
in a field of inquiry which it has uot be- 
fore entered. 
The work of American 


seamen in the merchant service is the 
Subject to which the officials of the bu- 
reau are devoting a part of their atten- 
tion during the preseut season. 
Agents 


have beeu stationed at five principal 
ports of the country—New York, Bos- 


ton, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and San 


Prancisco—whose business it is to in- 
vestigate tho conditions of the life and 
service of tho common sailors employed 
In the merchant shipping carried on 
under the United States flag. 


Tlie terms upon which seamen are 


employed, the wages paid thorn, the 
treatment accorded to them at sea, and 
incidentally the rations and accommo- 
dations furnished on shipboard ore be- 
ing investigated. Particular attention 
is being paid to the contracts made 
with seamen aud to the custom which 
largely prevails among ship captains of 
engaging the services of middlemen to 
enlist their crows.—Boston Herald.

Williams of Liverpool, who^o bardic 
luiiue is "Pedroy." Hih poem on "Hap- 
piness" was given tlio pnzo at tho re- 
cent National eisteddfod of Wales, at 
which 20 poets contested. 


A peculiar feature of these Welsh 


prize compositions is the f.tct that each 
piece must have 24 different meters and 
possess the true poetio sentiment. 
Mr. 


Williams was (successful, but at tho time 
of his victory he was in this country, 
aud hence was unable to be placed in 
tho bardie chair with the ceremony 
which is attached to this action of the 
National eisteddfod. 
Because of his 


presence in this country the Welsh litte- 
rateurs of that section resolved to per- 
form the ceremony. 


The seating of tha bard is a beautiful 


ceremony. The adjutore, three in num- 
ber, declare who the successful competi-. 
tor is, and then the arch drnid selects 
two of the poets present and commands 
them to bring forward tho successful 
bard. Ho commands the poet to be seat- 
ed in a magnificent oak chair manufac- 
tured for this purpose. Then the poet is 
commanded to rise and the arch druid 
unsheathes his sword over the poet's 
head, aud in a sonorous voice asks the 
multitude three times iu succession "if 
peace reigns supreme." 


The multitude answers in th'e affirm- 


ative and the arch druid declares him 
the poet laureate of his nation for one 
year arid OHO day. Following this coro- 
rnony each in turn congratulated the 
victor poet in impromptu verses.—Phil- 
adelphia Press.
